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GRAINS 

Canadian  grain  estimates  reduced 

The  second  official  estimates  of  the  1937  Canadian  grain  crops 
show  a  general  tendency  toward  reduction,  according  to  the  November  crop 
report- of  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  at  Ottawa.     The  most  sig- 
nificant decreases  are  in  the  wheat  and  oat  estimates.     The  reduction 
of  fall  wheat  by  503,000  bushels  and  spring  wheat  by  5,133,000 
leaves  a  total  of  182,505,000  bushels  as  compared  with  229,218,000 
produced  in  1936.     The  1937  crop  of  oats  is  now  placed  at  291,622,000 
bushels  as  against  the  September  estimate  of  299,694,000  and  the  1936 
harvest  of  288,764,000  bushels.     Eye  production  is  reduced  by  289,000 
bushels  to  5,749,000  as  compared  with  4,281,000  bushels  obtained  in 
1936.    Barley  is  placed  1,800,000  bushels  below  the  September  estimate 
and,  at  85,969,000  bushels,   shows  a  substantial  increase  over  last  year's 
crop  of  71,922,000  bushels.     Corn  for  husking  is  estimated  at  6,492,000 
bushels  as  against  6,083,000  reported  for  last  season. 

Most  of  the  decrease  noted  in  the  November  whoat  estimate  oc- 
curred in  the  Prairie  Provinces.     In  Saskatchewan,  where  drought  condi- 
tions during  the  growing  season  were  most  severe,   scattered  yields  have 
made  it  difficult  to  estimate  the  1937  outturn,  but  a  reduction  of 
3,000,000  bushels  from  the  September  figure  is  indicated.    Decreases  of 
1,000,000  bushels  each  are  reported  for  Manitoba  and  Alberta.     The  har- 
vest season  was  about  2  weeks  later  than  the  early  season  of  1936. 
Marketings  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  as  indicated  by  primary  receipts 
have  fallen  consistently  below  last  year,  but  it  is  expected  that  total 
1937  marketings  will  amount  to  around  123,000,000  bushels. 

Northern  Hemisphere  feed  grain  -production  estimates 

The  1937  corn  crop  in  11  countries  so  far  reported,  which  in  1936 
accounted  for  74  percent  of  the  estimated  Northern  Hemisphere  total, 
amounts  to  3,422,000  bushels,   or  46  percent  above  the  production  of  a 
year  ago.     This  increase  is  due  principally  to  the  large   crop  in  the 
United  States,   since  the  harvest  in  the  European  countries  reported  is 
5  percent  below  that  of  last  year. 

The  1937  oat  production  in  30  countries  so  far  reported,  which  . 
in  1936  furnished  63  percent  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere  total,  amounts 
to  2,884,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  nearly  16  percent  over  the  harvest 
in  the  same  countries  a  year  ago.     The  United  States  shows  an  increase  of 
46  percent  and  the  European  countries  a  net  increase  of  about  2  percent. 

The  1937  barley  crop  in  35  countries,  amounting  to  53  percent  of 
the  estimated  Northern  Hemisphere  total  in  1936,  is  now  reported  at 
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1,190,755,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  4  percent  over  the  production  in 
the  same  countries  a  year  ago.     There  is  an  increase  of  58  percent  in  the 
United  States  harvest,  "but  a  net  decrease  of  6  percent  in  the  European 
'countries  reported.     See  table  giving  production  of  feed  grains,  page  327« 

Eeed  grain  situation  in  the  Danube  Basin  a/ 

The  1937  corn  crop  has  proved  to  be  exceptionally  large  in  all 
the  Danubian  countries  except  Rumania,  according  to  the  latest  official 
estimates.    The  barley  and  oat  crops,  on  the  othur  hand,  are  unusually 
poor.

The  Danube  Basin  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
estimates  that  about  7,900,000  bushels  of  corn  were  carried  over  from 
1936-37  into  the  year  beginning  October  1,  1937.    With  the  estimated 
surplus  of  53,100,000  bushels  from  the  1937  crop,  about  61,000,000  bushels 
will  be  available  for  export  during  1937-38,  compared  with  actual  exports 
of  nearly  60,100,000  bushels  in  1936-37.     Since  farm  reserves  were  more 
plentiful  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  season,  however,  exports  may 
be  above  normal  if  market  conditions  are  favorable. 

Barley  exports  from  the  Danube  Basin  during  July- Sept ember  1937 
totaled  5,567,000  bushels,  of  which  Rumania  supplied  over  86  percent,  in 
spite  of  keen  competition  from  the  Soviet  Union.    Oat  exports  during 
these  3  months  totaled  only  227,000  bushels,  most  of  which  came  from 
Yugoslavia. 

Bumper  crops  in  Chosen  forecast 

Record  or  near  record  harvests  of  most  major  crops  in  Chosen  this 
year  have  been  forecast,  according  to  a  report  received  from  Vice  Consul 
Ralph  Cory  at  Seoul.     The  first  1937  official  estimates  by  the  Chosen 
Government  indicate  that  rice  and  cotton  harvests  are  expected  to  be  of 
record  size,  while  production  of  millet  and  soybeans  is  only  slightly

COTTON 

Chinese  cotton  exports  exceed  importsin  1936-37 _ 

Owing  to  the  present  disturbances  in  China.,  it  is  impossible  to 
obtain  reliable  current  information  concerning  the. cotton  crop, • accord- 
ing to  a  radiogram  received  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
from  its  Shanghai  office.    Earlier  reports,  however,  indicated  that  this 
season's  crop  would  exceed  4,000,000  bales  of  500  pounds,  as  compared 
with  the  previous  record  of  3,700,000  bales  produced  last  year.

There  were  only  239  bales  of  raw  cotton  imported  during  the  month 
of  September,  while  5,193  bales  of  Chinese  cotton  were  exported.  Cotton 
exports  during  the  October  1936-September  1937  season,  according  to  pre- 
liminary data,   substantially  exceeded  imports  for  the  first  time  since 
1920.    During  the  1935-37  season,  exports  totaled  .239, 576  bales  of  500 
pounds  and  imports  only  88,191  bales.     For  the  1935-36  season,  exports 
and  imports  of  raw  cotton  were  in  approximate  balance,  exports  totaling 
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181,280  bales  and  imports  179,163  bales.    Japan  is  the  principal  buyer 
of  Chinese  cotton.     Small  quantities  are  also  exported  to  the  United 
States  and  European  countries. 

Record  cotton  crop  in  Chosen  forecast  this  sea.son 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1937  cotton  crop  in  Chosen  is  placed  at 
516,000  bales  of  478  pounds,  according  to  a  report  received  from  Vice 
Consul  Ralph  Cory  at  Seoul.     The  acreage  this  year  is  estimated  at 
545,000  acres,  which  is  only  3  percent  below  the  1936  record.     The  esti- 
mated production  of  216,000  bales  greatly  exceeds  that  of  last  season, 
which  was  only  119,000  bales.     The  large  increase  this  season  is  attrib- 
uted to  the  very  favorable  weather  conditions  and  the  marked  increase  in 
production  of  Upland  or  improved  cotton.    The  acreage  of  native  cotton 
has  .decreased,  while  that  of  Upland  varieties  has  shown  a  steady  increase 
during  the  past  5  years. 

It  has  been  reported  that  the  Chosen  Government  authorities  will 
endeavor  to  increase  the  area  devoted  to  cotton  to  about  1,000,000  acres 
by  1942,  from  which  it  is  hoped  to  obtain  approximately  600,000  bales.

European  cotton  trade  hesitant 

The  somewhat  more  stable  raw  cotton  prices  in  October,  following 
the  October  estimate  of  the  United  States  crop,  encouraged  greater 
European  activity  in  both  raw  and  goods  markets  according  to  Agricultur- 
al Attache  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.    Yet  caution  continued  to  prevail 
because  of  the  numerous  uncertainties  that  hang  over  general  business, 
and  cotton  developments  in  particular.     The  slump  in  the  stock  markets, 
widespread  discussion  of  the  uncertain  future  course  of  world  recovery, 
and  the  political  troubles  in  Europe  and  the  Ear  East  are  all  reacting 
unfavorably  upon  the  sentiment  of  the  European  business  world.     To  these 
disturbing  factors  there  must  be  added,  for  the  cotton  trade  and 
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industry,  the  rather  sudden  development  of  an  entirely  new  outlook  for 
cotton  supplies  and  prices  for  a  considerable  time  ahead.     The  unexpected 
increase  in  the  new  crops  of  .American  as  well  as  of  other  growths  makes  it 
certain,  even  if  lower  prices  should  expand  consumption,  that  there  will 
oe  a  formidable  increase  in  the  carry-over  at  the  end  of  the  1937-38 
season . 

The  European  trade  is  awaiting  with  keen  interest  an  indication 
of  the  policy  to  he  followed  by  the  United  States  in  respect  to  cotton. 
The  Egyptian  Government,  likewise  facing  a  large  increase  in  the  domestic 
cotton  crop,  is  reported  to  have  decided  upon  a  loan  program  that  will 
peg  the  Egyptian  farm'  price  at  current  levels,  no  matter  how  world  prices 
may  develop. 

It  appears,   therefore,  that  there  is  at  present  little  incentive 
for  speculative  demand  for  raw  cotton  to  develop  in  the  European  trade 
and  industry.    Moreover,   such  important  buyers  as  Germany  and  Italy,  and 
some  smaller  countries  as  well,  are  hardly  in  a  position,  financially, 
to  go  in  for  large-scale  advance  buying  for  future  needs,  as  Germany 
did  following  the  record  American  crop  of  1926.    On  the  other  hand,  in- 
creased consumer  demand  for  cotton  textiles  incident  to  lower  prices  is 
usually" slow  in  working  back  upon  trade  and  industrial  requirements. 
Speculative  anticipation  by  trade  and  industry  is  of  the  essence  of  any 
large  wave  of  raw  material  buying  -  for  which  there  seems  to  be  no  in- 
ducement under  present  circumstances,  at  least  for  the  time  being. 

Egyptian  cotton  ginnings  below  last  year 

Cotton  ginnings  in  Egypt  through  October  1937  totaled  735,000 
bales,   of  which  21,000  bales  were  Sakellaridis  cotton  with  Ashmouni  and 
Zagora  cotton  comprising  the  balance  of  511,000  bales.     Last  season's 
ginnings  from  September  through  April  totaled  1,887,000  bales;  785,000 
bales  of  this  total  were  ginned  by  October  31. 

LIVESTOCK,  MEATS,  AMD  WOOL 

European  hog  marketings  show  decline 

As  a  result  of  the  increase  in  European  hog  production  that 
occurred  in  1936  and  a  certain  amount  of  liquidation  that  accompanied 
high  feed  prices  in  early  1937,  hog  slaughter  was  higher  in  the  first 
half  of  this  year  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1936.    Some  slow- 
ing down  in  slaughter  was  apparent  by  June,  and  data  for  the  third  quar- 
ter show  that  in  a  number  of  important  countries  slaughter  for  that 
period  was  smaller  than  for  the  third  quarter  of  1936.    Recent  census  and 
estimate  data  point  to  smaller  slaughter  during  the  last  quarter  of  this 
year  compared  with  the  last  quarter  of  1936.    Further  and  more  marked 
declines  are  indicated  for  1938  by  sharp  reductions  in  sow  numbers. 
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Increases  in  production  in  severed  minor  countries  will  not  be  sufficient 
to  offset  the  rather  general  decline  in  important  countries.     See  table, 
page  330. 

Markets  during  the  summer  months  have,   in  general,  been  character- 
ized by  advancing  prices,  and  in  all  important  countries  except  Czecho- 
slovakia and  Hungary,  price  levels  were  substantially  higher  than  they 
were  a  year  ago.     While  seasonal  price  declines  are  to  be  expected  in  the 
late  months  of  this  year,  the  supply  situation  and  probable  maintenance  of 
present  employment  indicate  the  likelihood  of  prices  continuing  at  levels 
higher  then  last  year's.     Good  feed  crops  and  higher  hog  prices  suggest  an 
upward  turn  in  production  in  the  near  future.     See  table,  page  331. 

An  increased  movement  of  hogs  and  pork  from  the  minor  surplus  coun- 
tries to  deficit  areas  accompanied  the  slowing  down  in  slaughter.    Most  of 
the  movement  has  taken  place  under  clearing  agreements,  and  it  will  likely 
be  maintained  and  further  increased  if  satisfactory  clearings  can  be  ef- 
fected.   No  great  or  general  pork  shortage  In  Europe  appears  imminent,  but 
lard  and  pork  fat  supplies  will  be  on  the  snort  side.     This  scarcity,  to- 
gether with  the  higher  fat  consumption  that  has  accompanied  the  improve- 
ment in  general  economic  activity,  should  increase  the  dema.nd  for  cheap 
fats. 


INTERNATIONAL  TRADE  IN  COTTON 

Cotton  exports  from  the  six  principal  producing  countries  during 
the  first  2  months  of  the  current  season  (August-September)  were  larger 
than  for  any  corresponding  period  since  1933.     They  amounted  to  a  total  of 
1,591,000  bales,  only  a  little  less  than  the  10-yea.r  average.     Of  particu- 
lar interest  was  the  improvement  in  the  United  States  share ,  which  rose 
from  50  percent  during  the  first  2  months  of  the  1936-37  season  to  57  per- 
cent of  the  world  total  so  far  this  year.     It  is,  however,  substantially 
below  the  average  for  the  10  years,  1923-1932,  when  the  United  States  sup- 
plied 67  percent  of  the  world  total.    Egypt  and  Peru  also  supplied  larger 
shares  during  the  first  2  months  of  the  current  season  than  during  the 
corresponding  months  of  last  season.    British  India,  Argentina,  and  Brazil 
accounted  for  smaller  shares. 

United  States:     August-September  exports,  amounting  to  899,000 
bales,  ran  considerably  ahead  of  those  of  the  last  3  years  but  were  still 
substantially  below  the  average  of  1,088,000  bales  for  the  same  months 
of  1923-1932.     Practically  all  of  the  gain  in  exports  during  the  current 
season  has  been  to  European  markets.     The  United  Kingdom  took  271,000 
bales,  the  most  in  a  decade,  and  well  above  the  1923-1932  average.  Ex- 
ports to  Germany,  France,  Italy,  Belgium,  and  the  Netherlands  were  the 
highest  since  1933  or  earlier.     Exports  to  Japan  dropped  off  sharply, 
partially  offsetting  increased  exports  to  Europe. 
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.INTERNATIONAL  TRADE  Of  COTTON,  CONT'D 

£ll^.i£jl_lJi..dia:    British  India  has  exported  less  cotton  thus  far 
this  season  than  in  the  comparable  months  of  last  season,  the  total 
standing  at  213,000  bales.     This  contrasts  with  275,000  bales  in  1936 
and  with  a  10-year  average  for  August-September  of  286,000  bales.  A 
large  part  of  the  decrease  was  accounted  for  by  smaller  exports  to  Japan 

Egypt;     Total  exports  from  Egypt  reached  177,000  bales.     This  was 
a  peak  figure  for  the  period  and  a  gain  of  26  percent  over  the  same  2 
months  of  1936.     Heavier  purchases  by  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  ac- 
counted for  most  of  the  increa.se. 


Brazil:     Exports  for  August-September  are  estimated  at  187,000 
bales,  a  decrease  when  compared  with  the  peak  reached  the  previous  sea- 
son but  otherwise  the  largest  on  record. 

Dam_i-imL-Argant ina :    Exports  from  Peru  continued  to  increase, 
the  August-September  total  standing  at  103,000  bales,  a  record  for  the 
period.     Still  affected  by  the  short  crop  of  last  season,  exports  from 
Argentina  amounted  to  only  12,000  bales,  a  new  low  for  the  August- 
September  period  in  recent  years.
